Crash at Innsbruck. Austria 


INNSBRUCK. Austria <AP>— 
Victims of a British airliner 
crash were to be recovered from 
an Alpine ravine today and 
brought to this winter resort for 
an attempt at identification. 
Helicopters took Austrian res­ 
cue teams to the charred wreck­ 
age of the four-engine Bristol 
Britannia between two peaks 
Sunday after a U S Air Force 
search plane spotted the black­ 
ened tail fin sticking out of the 
snow. 
Austrian officials said the air­ 
liner. trying to land through fog 
at Innsbruck Airport slammed 
into 8.800-foot Mt Gamslahner 
Spitz southeast of the resort 
where the 1964 Winter Olympics 
were held 
The big turboprop plane, its 


fuel tanks still nearly half full, 
apparently struck the mountain 
at full speed and exploded De­ 
bris and bodies were strewn 
over a 2.000-yard area in the 
gully between Gamslahner and 
G lungezer peaks 
The 75 passengers included 73 
Britons bound for a skiing holi­ 
day. an Austrian auld a Canadi­ 
an. The airline, International 
Eagle said there were 18 mar­ 
ried couples aboard and at least 
five children The plane carried 
a crew of eight. 
‘i t is horrible.’* said an Al­ 
pine rescue service member 
‘‘Arms. legs and 
heads are 
strewn about in the debris

An Adventure of Two M i n d s 


By PATRICIA SCHUYLER 
This is the story of «n ad­ 
venture of two minds, my small 
son’s and mine I am schooling 
him myself at home 
Now this simple fact could be 
of considerable importance to 
the future system of public ed­ 
ucation in this country because 
I jim violating the la* my hus­ 
band has been arrested 
and 
found guilty of a crime and we 
have appealed our case to a 
higher court, all because we 
think that public education in 
America is not what it should be 
and we propose to do some­ 
thing about it Van is our flesh 
and blood and we feel that in 
a country which boasts of the 
basic rights of individual free­ 
dom and opportunity which it 
guarantees we are justified m 
defying the compulsory srbooU 
attendance law This attitude on 
our part stems from experience 
because we have 
three older 
children who have been thru the 
local school mill and we are 
dissatisfied with the results 
As Van's mother and teacher 
I am the real culprit in this 
matter and I fail to see why my 
husband was arrested instead 
of me lf Van's education has 
been neglected I am to blame 
But actually , the charge against 
us Is not that we have fallen 
short of grade 
standards 
tn 
schooling N an The state attor­ 
ney at our trial began by say­ 
ing that the education of the 
boy was not at issue, that the 
law demands attendance rather 
than that he learn something 
We think his education should 
be the first master of consid­ 
eration 
It happens that this is a mat­ 
s ’ ter of national importance We 
know and have read of scores 
of parents who feel as we ck 
about our system of mass edu­ 
cation. 
who 
are 
dissatisfied 
with it and who feel helpless to 
do anything to rescue 
their 
children, who are the real vic- 
tims of that system 
Like us. 
they feel that forced attendance 
for their children at an institu­ 
tion that does a bad job of 
schooling is an invasion of their 
right to do what is best for the 
children 
But there stands the 
law. nevertheless, an attend 
anre law with no mention of 
wnat shall be taught or learned 
TWO-WAY LEARNING 
But more concerning that law 
later. I wish to talk first about 
two matters that 
I think are 
more important than putting a 
boy on a bus I refer to what 
Van is learning from me and 
what I. as his mother and teach­ 
er. am learning f r o m Van 
When he was six che is nine 
nowi I did put him on that bus 
— for five long weeks 
What 
happened 
during 
that 
time 
brought back to me the pain­ 
ful memories of three other six- 
year-olds riding the same bus 
and coming home at the end of 
a long day wearing the same 
look of dejection and despair 
Van would come home dragging 
a piece of drawing paper cov­ 
ered with crayon scrawls, bor­ 
ed and resentful 
He held his 
day s work behind his back. not 
wishing to show it to us In those 
five weeks he learned to print 
five words by copying, and he 
wrote long rows of numerals, 
ones, twos and threes 
I have 
preserved as evidence 
every 
page of that work 
At school 
he also watched larger children 
beating up smaller children a! 
recess 
That was when I stopped put­ 
ting him on the bus 
Altho I 
felt amply qualified to teach 
him myself. I nevertheless sub­ 
scribed to “the Calvert School 
second-grade course of 
home 
schooling by mail. I. myself. 
was educated in England at a 
girl’s school, tutored rn the sum­ 
mers 
by 
my 
school-teacher 
mother, and before I was mar­ 
ried I taught the children of 
well-to-do English families So 
Van and I were soon happily 
at work in our own home school­ 
room. one with a large plate 
glass window that l o o k s out 
upon a broad stretch of field 
and forest sloping down to the * 
shores of Puget Sound The set­ 
ting is. obviously, ideal We live 
in the country on a forty-acre 
waterfront property with great 
fir trees on three sides of our 
home It is a place where noth­ 
ing need disturb you. 
And so we set to work I had 
never taught Van anything be­ 
ta e. a neglect explainable by 
the fact that we have two older 
sons and one daughter But I 
soon found him a pleasure to 
teach. I was first impressed by 
his natural ability to concen­ 
trate. Of course, the quiet of 
our setting was in his favor, in 
contrast to a noisy class with 
thirty-five other children. Score 
one point for education at home. 
Then our private school was a 
one-to-one project, one pupil, 
one teacher Score another point 
for our side. But however he 
acquired 
it. 
Van s 
attention 
span seemed to me to be un­ 
usual. I have since read that 
this is a sign of a bright pupil 
I will not argue the point. But 


I still feel that Van is no gen­ 
ius. simply an average smart 
boy. There are tens of thou­ 
sands like him in America, an 
important point for our side. 
again, 
in 
this .adventure 
of 
minds 
One of the great accomplish­ 
ments of our nation. I will con­ 
cede. is the virtual abolition of 
illiteracy, to the satisfaction at 
last, of some minds: and. erf 
course, credit for that must go 
not just to the public school it­ 
self but to the compulsory at­ 
tendance law which I am vio­ 
lating. because obviously if ev­ 
eryone must learn how to read 
and write and fill out income- 
tax blanks we have to have 
compulsory schooling But bas­ 
ically our public school system 
aims at something other than 
education 
something of which 
many af us really do not quite 
approve I refer to what the ed­ 
ucators call “social adjustment “ 
CONFORMITY 
The term “education ’ as de­ 
fined by the authorities since 
the days of Solon, twenty-four 
odd centuries ago in ancient 
Greece when there was also a 
tompulsory a’teodanee law ap­ 
plied to the children of thew 
Greeks who had passed 
the 
rigorous 
citizenship 
require­ 
ments!. has meant primarily 
the indoctrination of tile young 
in the mental image of the so­ 
ciety in which they live. Frank­ 
ly. that spells thought control, 
the propagation of the "party 
line" handed down by the na­ 
tion’s leaders Russia employs 
it. we are al! aware But few of 
us realize that our own school 
system is set up. perhaps even 
pnmartlv. to force conformity 
of thought upon all Americans 
To allow even one smart boy. 
then, 
to 
escape 
the 
brain­ 
washing might ultimately en­ 
danger the mass mind of the 
Western world, might encour­ 
age a non-conformity that could. 
in time. menace some of the 
most treasured but fallacious of 
our institutions and beliefs 
Can it be. then, that here is 
the true meaning of the educa 
tors 
term, 
’ social 
adjust 
ment*” Is freedom of thought 
regarded 
rn some places 
in 
America 
as 
dangerous * 
For 
what other reason could there 
be such rigid compulsion to sub­ 
mit our children en masse to 
mental 
spoon-ieedinfi 
at 
the 
hands of the government* 
My husband and I. consistent 
with what we regard as our 
constitutional right to think our 
own tbougnts and to pass them 
•el to our children, do not go 
ak»ng with the 
mass - mind 
scheme of things 
As non-con­ 
formists in thought, writings, 
and speech, we feel that we 
represent an important minori­ 
ty which rejects the very idea 
of overall regimentation And to 
bring up our small son with an 
independence of mind is. we be­ 
lieve. rn line with the original 
spirit of America 
Now. one might say that con­ 
formity or noo-comformity 
is 
not a matter for discussion in 
the fourth grade But as Van s 
teacher I ani certain to leave 
upon him some mark of my 
own That. I feel, is my right 
and also my duty In competi­ 
tion with the "adjusting ' influ­ 
ence of the schoolyard I should 
find it very dififcult. but in the 
quiet of our study I feel that 
I am succeeding in my aim — 
to develop an original, critical 
mind. 
The spontaneous appreciation 
shown by my son has proved to 
me that if the mother is also the 
teacher she becomes immense­ 
ly valuable in the eyes of her 
child. An ancient relationship 
which stood the test of centuries 
has beer thus re-created Prim­ 
itive mothers and grandmothers 
in Indian and Eskimo tribes en­ 
joyed that kind of intellectual- 
emotional bond with their chil­ 
dren They taught mostly with­ 
out writing tools, by example. 
in song and story out of their 
mental filing cabinets, the skills 
and history of the tribes These 
women sat in a1! councils of the 
chiefs for the purpose of mem­ 
orizing the gist of the oratory 
and the decisions agreed upon. 
later to pass this informa*ion 
along to the children They had 
no 
mass segregate 
of 
the 
young in corrals away from 
their 
elders 
as 
we 
have; 
they had no juvenile delinquen­ 
cy either, but they did create. 
thru home schooling, a close 
family relationship and. in the 
children, a love and veneration 
for their parents and grandpar­ 
ents the like of which is sadly 
missing among us Is it missing 
because the modern child feels 
that thru school, boarding school 
and summer camp, he is being 
rejected by his parents, so that 
the part they play in his life 
becomes 
almost 
negligible* 
Does the compulsory attendance 
law encourage the natural lazi­ 
ness inborn in most of us by 
giving parents a good, legal 
excuse to get rid of Johnny? 
And when Johnny suspects this. 
as he inevitably will. who then 
will be to blame for his hostili­ 


ty toward his parents who have 
given so little of themselves* 
THE MOTHER 
Because 
so 
many 
fathers 
must leave home daily to earn 
a living, the burden of training 
m the home falls upon the moth 
er Physically, woman is made 
of more durable material than 
man 
Intellectually, woman is 
certainly the equal of man ii 
disagree — Ed of T S. I. as is 
demonstrated at e v e r y high 
school 
graduation 
exercise 
where the honor students are 
predominantly girls Th* young 
woman enters adult life on an 
equal footing with the men of 
her age because of course, up 
to this point she has been given 
equal opportunity with them 
Then marriage, plus the school 
attendance law 
changes 
her 
status drastically 
As a young 
adult the man is inspired to ex­ 
tend and improve himself, the 
better to provide for his fam­ 
ily. But after marriage, 
the 
woman is expected to limit her 
life 
to 
social 
and 
domestic 
chores as tho for a life sentence, 
robbed even of the hope of par­ 
ticipating for a time at lea«t 
in the education of her 
own 
children 
It must be said that today 
most women are not aware of 
having been deprived of any­ 
thing by the public school com­ 
pulsion Indeed, when the school 
sets itself up in the baby-sitting 
business and demands a IOO per 
cent attendance, many mothers 
are delighted at the relief from 
responsibility 
that 
it 
brings 
them Hence there develops the 
mother who fixes a breakfast of 
dry cereal in time for the school 
bus and then hops b a c k into 
bed 
and. without que>tmn for 
e.'ladron auth-this Awd 
cr. compulsion to attend school 
is a godsend 
But the case of 
the mother who was perhaps, 
class v aledictorian in her day is 
different Under the compulsory 
law both she and her child are 
sacrificed at least so far as the 
development of their best ef­ 
forts are concerned to the rule 
of schoolroom conformity; and 
society is the loser by toe aban­ 
donment of the mother s tal­ 
ents and by the kiss in the 
child, thru early mishandling. 
of many 
a 
potentially great 
mind 
But over all if there were a 
provision 
in 
the 
law 
which 
would gram lo any mother who 
could reasonably qualify for the 
task the right to carry on with 
her child s education at home, 
young mothers bv 
the thou­ 
sands 
I believe, would be in­ 
spired from their wedding days 
forward to study and prepare 
tnemselves for one of the great­ 
est joys and one of the most 
rewarding experiences of their , 
lives 
In addition, the mother who 
aspires to the task of teaching 
her child at home can also 
prove herself to be a national 
asset by qualifying, later and 
thru her self-acquired training 
as 
a 
teacher, 
for 
a 
public 
school job Few of them, it is 
true would so qualify at prev 
em under our system of studied 
academic contempt for mothers 
in genera! 
But as a practical 
teacher who learned her stuff 
bv actual contact with a flesh 
and blond callid, she would often 
excel the factory-job certified 
product of the norma! school 
Certainly. 
the techniques of 
teaching are no more difficult 
to acquire than those of the 
nursing profession; and at prev­ 
ent the supply of trained nurse s 
aides and "Gray Ladies" suc­ 
cessfully augments the profes­ 
sional hospital staff. 
So by persuading our school 
authorities to recognize mother- 
and-child home schooling and 
then going to t h e relatively 
small trouble of checking pe­ 
riodically on the progress 
of 
such children 
to make sure 
that they are keeping abreast 
of their grade work, we might 
partially solve two presently 
pressing problems, the over­ 
crowding of schoolrooms and 
the shortage of teachers 
And would not this recogni­ 
tion of the mother as a com­ 
petent helper in the field of edu­ 
cation go far toward establish­ 
ing womankind as an intellec­ 
tual partner in society* Since 
the days when woman invented 
the pottery whee! and thru its 
operation 
contributed 
in 
no 
small measure to the press of 
civilization, she has been belit­ 
tled and scorned by her mas­ 
ter Only for the last two hun­ 
dred years has she been able to 
own property, only for hie last 
thirty-eight years in this coun­ 
try has she had the right to 
vole 
Should 
we 
not 
now 
give her something better to do 
at home than add water to a 
cake mix. read up on the latest 
•ex technique or play cards with 
the neighbor women* 
The compulsory 
school 
at­ 
tendance law precludes it And 
st the same time. as I have 
said. it ruins many a fine mind 
THE SUPERIOR CHILD 
Books have been written about 
the superior child Lev me state 
again that I regard Yan as av­ 
erage bright an important point 


in this adventure of ours But 
to the school authorities the 
really superior child is a prob­ 
lem child; and he is apt in­ 
deed. 
because of that supe- 
bority, to suffer more at the 
hands of his teachers than does 
the stupid or the handicapped 
child. The superior child gets 
bored more easily than the av­ 
erage. he looks out tile window, 
talks to the child in the next 
seat and is guilty of gross in­ 
attention Many surti < boy or 
girl will have his desk placed 
next to the teacher s. not as a 
mark of distinction hut in order 
to stigmatize him for talking in 
class My second son suffered 
such treatment for nearly two 
years before we found it out 
And of course, the effect of it 
followed him right thru, via the 
secret rating cards never seen 
by parents, into high school 
By this school standard. Van 
would certainly by now be rated 
a 
•problem’’ child because he 
is advanced. After three years 
of home schooling he could fool 
an expert into thinking he is 
smarter than he really is by 
reason of his having absorbed so 
much knowledge In short, what 
I am doing with him could be 
done with almost any smart bov 
AU such I believe are perfectly 
< apabie of acquiring knowledge 
of a tar greater complexity and 
at a far faster rate than is gen­ 
erally conceded 
The tendency 
among modern educators is to 
guard the minds of the young 
from contact with ideas beyond 
their supposed capacity. I take 
no such precautions with Van 
Anything that interests him is 
fair game for study And it is 
surprising what a wide field that 
can rover’ 
One of the things I would Uke 
to demonstrate with \an is that 
excelleni young minds are not 
av rare as we are supposed to 
believe they are. that there arc 
actually a great many of them 
and that our society would be 
blessed with that many more 
fine people if we did not take 
such pains in 
th e 
primary 
grades to brainwash every child 
down to average 
In line with being non-con­ 
formist in our thinking I have 
taken deliberate pains with V an 
never to allow a falsehood to 
crrop into his mind 
Mankind 
has for ages been preoccupied 
with the morbid. Hie supernat­ 
ural. 
and 
(he 
superstitious, 
and only during the past century 
have 
we 
made 
progress 
in 
climbing out of 
that 
mental 
morass Yet many people todav 
even tho they themselves have 
privately rejected the irrational 
and 
the 
unintelligible 
think 
it their duty and the duty of the 
public school to teach their chil­ 
dren a mass of nonsense This 
inevitably results in a great con­ 
fusion of mind in the youngster 
who must, in order to become 
finally a truly educated person. 
contrive 
to 
discard 
the 
fa­ 
bles and retain only the facts 
Van will be spared the necessity 
of doing that 
There are many advantages 
in teaching a child by himself, 
no disadvantages that I can 
think of For example, the way 
I taught Van to read, my pen­ 
cil followed the words as he 
spoke them and silently indi­ 
cated syllables and phonic sec­ 
tions of new words 
stopping 
when he made a mistake Nat­ 
urally his full attention was re­ 
quired and the reading lesson 
never called for sitting in idle- 
ness wrfiiie other pupils read 
* No wonder Van r e a d s so 
well*" one might say in criti­ 
cism 
"In a classroom, could 
a teacher spend all her time on 
w e pupil*" 


Well, I spend all our daily 
five hours on Van alone 
And 
in that time he naturally learns 
at a far faster rate than he 
would sitting in a classroom 
Actually, this kind of educa­ 
tional process has everything to 
recommend it. for the child, 
certainly — and for the moth­ 
er. too. who in these few ex­ 


pendable hours, herself profits 
both in mind and in character 
It is obvious that in the class­ 
room the need for the teacher 
to spread herself thinly over 
the whole group is an obstacle 
to speed in learning 
Indeed 
this is an inherent and unavoid­ 
able fault in any system of m a« 
education Which, then is para 
mount 
the rapid education of 
the child by the best possible 
method or the "adjusting" ef­ 
fect upon him of the classroom 
atmosphere, its chronic bore­ 
dom. its general level of me­ 
diocrity. its insistence upon con­ 
formity and its development of 
an organized infantile society 
as different from adult society 
as two worlds apart* 
\ERBOTEN 
Thinkers everywhere are de­ 
ploring tne present trend to­ 
ward mass conformity on a me­ 
diocre level I believe that an 
important part of the blame 
for it can be laid to our com­ 
pulsory school attendance laws 
which forbid that any child be

socially damaging the sort of 
educational

V an and I arr conducting In any 
free ’and 
the mother who is 
truly ambitious tor her child 
should he given every encour­ 
agement to do her very b ot for 
him Or have we come to the 
point where in order to become 
a good American every young 
person must serve out a term

institutional 
indoctrination 
just as every Russian today suf­ 
fers prolonged training rn com­ 
munist ideology * Is this the kind 
of 
free" world we live in* 
Really it boils down to this 
the compulsory attendance law 
is

Soviet-style 
device 
for 
snatching children a wav from 
mothers who wanted desperate­ 
ly to do right by them All thru 
history , mothers rather than fa­ 
thers have lr aim'd their young 
In Russia, since the revolution. 
the state does it. taking 
the 
child often from the mother s 
breast In Russia, be it said to 
their credit, the superior child 
gets special handling separated 
tram the great mass of average 
children a! an early age treat­ 
ment which here is regarded 
as rankly unfair to the slow, the 
handicapped, and Uh* retarded 
In 
America 
the 
propaganda 
molding d«»es not quite begin in 
Uh* nursery. hut at the age of 
six. seven or eight the oompah 
y»ry attendance law take* ef­ 
fect in a1! our states 
lf the 
child goes year after year and 
still cannot read or write with 
any degree of skill, he gets 
shoved along anyhow, topped 
with his mortar-board gowned 
like a scholar, handed a diplo­ 
ma. and graduated w i t h the

Van and I have a powerful 
protagonist

Emile,

years ago It is a fanciful and 
delightful story of his teaching 
of an mag mary pupil The book 
was a one-man revolt against 
the rigid and often cruel prac­ 
tices of that age and it created 
such a sensation as to drive its 
author into exile For ten years 
he was hounded from one hiding 


place to another by the funda­ 
mentalists 
But Emile became 
in time a virtual text book, 
drawn upon by the French Rev­ 
olutionary Legislature 
as well 
as by every’ great educational 
reformer since Yet it was not 
written for the educator Rath­ 
er. as the author says, he wrote 
it "to give pleasure to a good 
mother who thinks for hem if 
Tender, anxious mother. I ap- 
pea! to you." he goes on "The 
earliest education is the most 
important and it undoubtedly is 
woman's work " T h e n warns, 
' Those who are brought up in 
the world iof cities! must re­ 
ceive more prvcormus instruc­ 
tion than those who are brought 
up in retirement 
So this soli­ 
tary edu« atHvn would be prefer­ 
able. even lf it did nothing more 
than leave childhood to ripen ” 
Of the gifted, he said. "There 
is quite another class of excep­ 
tions: those so gifted by nature 
that they rise above the level 
of their age. As there are men 
who never get beyond infancy. 
so there are others who are nev­ 
er. so to speak, children 
they 
are men almost from birth ‘

was 
Thomas 
Edison 
whose mother, took him out of 
school when the teacher com­ 
plained that he was too

died ' to become a scholar Mrs 
Edison taught him at home, un­ 
molested by the state

days.

thrown rn jail, her son would 
have been taken from her and 
placed in an institution, and the 
world would have lost a great 
creative genius 
Of the rights of a rhild R<xis- 
scau says profoundly "No one. 
not even his father 
has the 
right to bid the child do what is 
of no use to him " To hold down 
a bright child to the mediocre 
level and slow pate of the pub­ 
lic school system is a violation 
of his rights He submits only 
because he is too small and 
helpless to resist 
It is claim­ 
ed by the educators that, since 
he must learn to live and work 
among the average 
he must 
practice that conformity while 
a child 
But whim a superior 
child berimes a superior adult 
he associates no more than nec­ 
essary with the average man 
Unless he tan find his intel­ 
lectual equals he prefers 
the 
unbound*-^ resources of his own 
company It is time the average 
man learned to respect these 
rare beings, for they are the 
only ones who will never exploit 
his ignorance 
They. bv their 
inventions which create new in­ 
dustries. new form' of enter­ 
tainment. are his only real bene­ 
factors 
IMMOBILITY 
Of the cruelty of forcing a 
child to sit for hours at a desk. 
Rousseau warns us 
"Nature 
provides for the child's growth 
in her own fa-hion. and this 
should never be thwarted 
Do 
not make him sit still when he 
wants to run about, nor run 
when he wants to be quiet Let 
them run 
jump and shout to 
their heart'*; content 
All their 
own activities are instincts of 
the body 
for its 
growth 
in 
strength — Seneca, speaking of 
the Roman lads in olden days, 
says. 
They 
were always on 
their feet. they w e r e never 
taught 
anything 
which 
kept 
them sitting ' Were they any 
the worse for it in manhood* 
Before 
I 
discovered 
Rous­ 
seau. Van himself showed me 
the truth of this reasonu z The 
task of sitting still long enough 
to learn to read was too much 
for his muscles Sometimes he 
would lie along the back of the 
sofa and read, sometimes kneel 
next to me. or we both would 
lie flat on the rug or he would 
nestle close and rest his head 
on my shoulder, changing posi­ 
tions as he felt like it. but I 
never corrected him nor call­ 
ed it to his attention. I knew 
that physcial discomfort would 
shorten his attention span Be­ 
tween periods he would leap 
upon his bicycle and tear cheer­ 
fully about the place, or we 
would play ball or walk briskly 
to the beach And yet in school 
at the most active time of their 
lives we expect children to sit 
hours on a hard wooden seat 
with their feet under the desks 
and we punish them if they 
fidget, squirm or stretch their 
legs into the aisle 
In support of my contention 
that the damage to the child 
is

in

years and that the high school, 
which seems these days to be 
moat severely censured, is not 
guilty of many (rf the short­ 
comings 
charged 
against 
it. 
Rousseau says. "The roost dan­ 
gerous period in human life lies 
between birth and the age of 
twelve It is the time when er­ 
rors and vices spring up. while 
as yet there is no means to de­ 
stroy them, 
and w h e n the 
means of destruction are ready, 
the roots have gone too deep to 
be pulled up." 
He warns us against wasting 
the child’s time. “You fail to 
ptrcec-e thai it is a greater 


waste of time to use it ill than 
to do nothing, and that a child 
ill taught is further from vir­ 
tue than a child who has learn­ 
ed nothing at all ” A child ill 
taught, frustrated by school re­ 
requirements which prevent him 
from concentration almost ex­ 
clusively upon the development 
of his natural bent, wastes his 
time trying to digest subjects in 
which he has no interest in ord­ 
er to get that magic diploma 
The school has wasted the par­ 
ents' time too. they are exhaust­ 
ed with the economic struggle of 
supporting the child thru the 
bing years of time-serving It is 
thro too late, in most cases, for 
both parents and child Since we 
have followed the example of 
England in our language, law 
and religion, why did we not 
adopt her realistic system 
of 
testing twelve-year-old children 
for aptitudes, and separating 
them at that point into differ­ 
ent channels of education* 
On adolescence and the public 
schools. 
Rousseau 
tells 
us. 
Adolescence is not the age of 
hatred or vengeance; it ts the 
age of pity. merry and gener­ 
osity You never heard of such 
a thing. I can well believe that 
philosophers 
such 
as 
you, 
brought up among the corrup­ 
tion of the public schools, are 
unaware of it." Rousseau was 
right lf our adolescents appear 
to be monsters, regularly mak­ 
ing the front page with their 
anti social acts, it is we adults 
who have made them so, and 
mass education, legally enforc­ 
ed. must take a large share of 
the blame Out of an average 
dav, 
the 
child 
spends eight 
hours at school, the rest a! 
home either doing a variable 
amount of homework or sleep­ 
ing Out of a year, he spends 
nine months at school 
He be 
comes almost a stranger to the 
parents, sleepy when he leave*. 
tired and grouchy w h e n he 
comes home, busy with schooi- 
spro.sored social events over the 
weekend plus the usual load of 
homework The place to blame 
for his condition, obviously, is 
the place wherr he spends rrwvt 
of hts time

hind bars, and your valuable 
Emile would be milling around, 
confused and frightened 
in a 
state institution with his infe­ 
riors who would >oon drag him 
down to their level so that all 
men might be equal 
What ii th** upshot of all this’ 
Is there something that 
our 
country could learn from my 
teaching my son at home* 
W ASTE 
Without question 
America is 
wasting good minds by the tens 
of thousands thru neglect of her 
gifted ch.ldren 
How great the 
resulting loss may be is a mat­ 
ter for speculation, but it could 
be enormous For example our 
overall 
second-class 
national 
leadership of today 'who can 
say that it is better than me­ 
diocre* I may we!! stem from 
this long standing down-grading 
of the bright child 
It Is high time to release this 
potential resource 
In 
almost 
every other field of advance­ 
ment rn our history we have 
given free rein to ambitious 
striving

experimentation 
Why not also in the field of ed­

First Tenants 
To Hove Into 
Rayburn Building

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
first tenants will join the con­ 
struction workers in the new 
Rayburn House Office Building 
this week 
Although still a long way from 
completion, the cavernous struc­ 
ture is being pressed into serv­ 
ice as a temporary abode for 
some congressional workers fac­ 
ing eviction from another build­ 
ing about to be tom down. 
The Rayburn building, named 
for the late Speaker Sam Ray­ 
burn. is t .e third erected to pro­ 
vide office space for the 435 
members of the House 
T ’e 
first, built rn 1908. cost 84 8 mil­ 
lion The second, in 1933. cost 
17 8 million and has 251 two- 
room suites. The third, due to 
be finished next January, has 
cost 883 million so far and will 
have suites for 169 congressmen 
who will be chosen by seniority 
from the applicants. 
That makes it the most expen­ 
sive ever put up in Washington. 
With its courtyards, swimnaling 
pool, gymnasium, spacious com­ 
mittee rooms and four-roam, 
twolavatory suites for each of 
169 members, it is the most 
lavish government building in 
town. 
But the 15 or 20 office workers 
moving in starting next week 
will be far removed from all 
such 
luxury. 
They're 
being 
tucked into six windowless cu­ 
bicles 12 by 20 feet, made by 
partitioning off some space on 
the ground floor of the 10-story 
building 
They ll need maps to pick 
their way through the maze of 
corridors and stairways leading 
from the only entrance now 
open in the block-square build­ 
ing And the girls among them 
may want hazardous duty pay
